AN ACT to amend Section 101 of Chapter 18 of the Revised Stet- 
qes, entitled "Of the assessment and collection of taxes." 

The People of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate 
and Assembly, do enact as follows: 

SECTION 1. Section 101 of chapter 18 of the revised 
statutes, entitled "Of the assessment and collection of 
taxes," is hereby amended by inserting after the word 
" corporations ' where it last occurs in said section, 
the following : "And in case the taxes named in said 
warrant shall be returned unpaid in whole or in part, 
the said treasurer may at any time within two years 
thereafter, sue for and recover such unpaid taxes and 
costs in an action to be brought in the name of the 
board of supervisors of his county against such person 
or corporation, before any court of competent jurisdic-
tion in any county where he, she or they may be found, 
and the assessment roll and town treasurer's warrant
